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PREFACE- 



CoNiscious, that in the Appeal which I 
now address to the Jewish nation in par- 
ticular, as well as to all those who may be 
denominated Infidels, there will arise a 
great diversity of opinion, as to the con- 
jectures I have framed of those wonderful 
works of man, the Pyramids of Egypt ; 
some will doubtless consider them chi- 
merical; but as I cannot help thinking 
them otherwise, I feel that in making them 
public, I am not only fulfilling a duty, but 
that the religion I profess sanctions my 
endeavours to convert all who are not 
Christians, by its declaration, that there 
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is joy in the presence of the Angels of 
God over one sinner that repenteth. 

In the publication of this Appeal, I wish 
it to be understood, that I am not ac- 
tuated thereto by any lucrative motive, but 
solely by an earnest desire of promoting 
Christianity. 

It appears also probable, that some will 
say that the Pyramids are not pointed, but 
flat at the vertex or top, likewise that 
they are formed in steps, all which is 
most certainly truie; but neither the flat- 
ness of the vertex, nor the steps on the 
sides, do in any degree more, take away 
&om their equilateral triangle, than the 
trivial irregularities of an orange do from 
its circular appearance. The vertex of 
the largest Pyramid is 32 feet square, its 
base 720 feet, therefore it is as one is to 
twenty-two and a half.

CHAPTER L 

The Append ; Observations on the Pyramids of Egypt, 

D^EARLY AND WELL BELOVED BRETHREN, 

I CANNOT begin my appeal to you without 
first invoking the grace and assistance of 
AUnighty God ; to bring to perfection that 
important task I have now undertaken, nor 
should I have ventured upon it, if the mea- 
sure of my ovm understanding were my sole

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motive ; but when I feel a sort of assur- 
ance, that God often prefers that his Reve- 
lations shall proceed out of the mouths of 
babes and sucklings, I, with the humility 
becoming such, will venture to communi- 
cate to you those sentiments he has been 
pleased to endow me with.

I have often shuddered at the 
obduracy of your nation, which, from a 
perusal of the writings of Moses and the 
iProphets, I shall without hesitation pro- 
nounce to be characteristic : think not that 
I intend by this assertion to ofiend you in 
the very commencement of my appeal, that 
is neither my wish nor intention, altfaough 
I must (^ necessity adhere to plain matter 
of &ct; I greatly prdTer the mild, kind, 
persuasive^ and gentle manner of my Divine 
Master and Messiah of us all, Jesus Chrkit.

God 
grant that this may be the case with your 
nation; may He give you grace to reflect 
that time is &st drawing to its close, when, 
if you have not obeyed the summons of that 
Ensign or Beacon mentioned by your pro-, 
phet Isaiah, you must expect to be driv^ 
by the hissings he has foretold. 

Men of Israel ! I am aiming at the con- 
version of your nation to Christianity, winch 
formerly was a rare occurrence ; but with 
pleasiu-e and philanthropy I can assert, that 
at the present day it is much more fre^. 
qu^it. Let every potentate of earth follow 
the. exaiiq)le of our magnanimous Ally, the 
r,i^ 7 Emperor Alexander of Russia, who has 
afforded protection and offered an asylum 
to allJewish Christians, upon a liberal and 
extended scale* As the prophet Jeremiah 
mentions the North first> when prophesying 
o£ die Jewish restoration, I hail this step 
that the Emperor has taken as a prelude 
to the completion of the prophecy. I can- 
not express my gratitude to the Sovereign 
Disposer of events, when I reflect that He

served by God for the express purpose of 
reminding, every class oflnifidels^that Ckns^ 
tianity, as estabhshed at this time in Eng- 
land/ is that r^rmed Church which ap- 
prixsimates nearest to that unblennshed 
purity of the Chrbtian RetigioQ in its;pris- 
tine stafe, and is precisely that, which will 
finally pervade the world. 

What, my fellow sojourners, in tins short 
pilgrimage of probationary exi^tence^ will 
it avail us, if we gain the whole wc»pld and 
lose our own. most precious ^ouls ? to be 
called, is one thing, to be chos^, another. 
Methinks I hear you ask, whether you are 
not both called attd chosen? Yes, my 
biiethien, you once were indeed the chosen 
children of God, but, must I again remind 
ydu that 3^u are now wanderers an^ the 
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fftce of creation: and why? becaofie jmi 
haTie looked more to earthly splendour thaii 
to earthly redemption : you seem to ha^e 
forgotten the transgressicm of our first pa^ 
rents, so clearly recorded by Moses in 
Genesis ; which record is written by divine 
inspiration in the words and characters of 
heaven; and also^ that there should arise 
one from the Seed of the Woman, who 
should bruise the serpent's head. 

Jesus Christ is then verily and indeed 
the only person who has ever entered iim 
world at all answering to such a descrip^ 
tion ; being bom of the Virgin Mary, of 
thq house and lineage of David! but you; 
refiise to acknowledge him as the Messiah^ 
because he was not that temporal and 
(parthly king you expected; my brethren, 
this great King hdld all earthly grandeur 
in such sovereign contempt, that he waa 
heard to declare, that although the fairds. 
had nests, and the foxes holes, yet that he^ 
King of heaven and earth, had no abidmg 
place ; no where to. lay his head : did he 
jiot foretel the destruction of your city and 
temple? wgts not his prediction ftdfilled^ 
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but neither Jesus Christ not any of th0 
prophets had fi>retold the destruetian of 
that class of the wonders, of the worlds th6 
Pyramids, they have stood whilst the nu- 
merous cities around them have either been 
demolished •by contending elements, or 
contending man: perhaps their insignifi* 
€ance, in the eyes of the vulgar, has been 
wisely ordered for their safety ; but let me 
ask you, and the World at large, if it be 
probable, that these sublime, stupendous^ 
and wonderfiil structures should have been 
preserved for so many thousand years, al- 
most entire to. this day, without some co* 
gent reason on the part of the great Dis- 
poser of events? Behold, my brethren, 
the largest, pointing exactly to the zenith 
of its meridian ; its four sides facing east, 
west, north, and south ; its precise situation 
proving, that its longitude and latitude are 
the same as when it was first erected ; I 
cannot but consider it as a pivot fixed by 
divine appointment ; on which your nation 
will turn to their long lost country; yes, it 
points to that place to which you, as the 
chosen and favourites thereof, must direct

cleaily such a cross as Would be produced 
by a luminous body : I am therefore de- 
cidedly of opinion that it resembles the

ef the Emperor Constantie^^ that of your 
Ki,tion, that of the Christian, m dbort that 
o£ all who wiB be saved. 

As the Pyramids are as weU accredited 
to stand near Cairo, as that there is a city 
which is called J^iisalen^ I cannot coiusider 
it as required by God, that on the restora- 
tion of the\ Jewish nation, even if diese 
Pyramids are what I take them to be, that 
they should therefore of necessity be viewed 
by every individual af the various tribes, 
any more than that we, as Christians, should 
have been obliged to see the identical Cross 
on which our Saviour Jesus Christ suffered, 
to be brought to a belief that it is the 
ensign of our Redemption.

Again, does not that description of the 
tongues of fire, which rested over the heads 
of each Apostle, convey an idea of some- 
thing of a triangular shape, but imperfectly 
described by persons ignorant of geome- 
trical forms ? The Greek word (nwpafiic), 
from which our word and the French are 
derived, bears me out sufficiently in these 
conjectures, nm can it for a moment be 
supposed that the Egyptians^ who yrere 50 
well informed in every branch of the ma- 
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tliematics, could be ignorant that the phim

Josephcra is of opiniDn tiiiat the pnneipal 
Pyramids were bnik when the Ishi^itaB 
were in bogodage, which appears by others 
to be discredifced, becattse the ^Me» or 
:eocterior of the chief Pyramda are «oi^ 
strocted with stone ; but we are not to 
rafer from that, that tixe interior parts • are 
not filled in with brides; which appears 
very likely to be the case, when we ix^iuider 
that the largest stands upon elevten acres 
of land, and nearly solid ; there are i|ko 
several of smaller dimemooitts^ icoiinposed 
entiisdy of brick, windb have partly ftUen 
to decay. The grand or krgest Pyramid 
was, wh^i built, su^[x)sed 1x> be intended 
as a Mausoleum tea the very same King 
Pharaoh, who was cbrowned with all ids 
host m the Bed Sea : in all this, let meads:, 
is not the hand of God strikingly visible ? 
Was not Pharaoh jusitly ptmished for his 
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<»nad[ty to God's people ; and the very 
work by which he intended to perpetuate 
Ids own memory, ccmverted to the ensign 
or beacon for the call of the very posterity 
of tho&te who built them : it may appear 
strange, that so many hundred years shall 
have elapsed, and no such idea, no such 
conjecture has before appeared : it may like- 
wise be considered equally singular, that 
your &thers, after sojourning in the wilder- 
ness for forty years, wer^ aU, excepting 
Caleb} and Joshua, excluded from a sight 
of the land of promise. It may likewise 
be considered very astonishing that Jesus 
Christ, tihe Messiah; should have made his 
appearance on earth so long after he was 
expected by many. 

Let the peculiar situation of the Pyra- 
mids arrest your attention ; remember also 
that they stand in that place, from which 
God prophetically declared he would call 
his Son, and were standing at the very 
time he was so called, bearing a kind of 
tacit testimony of that blessed ev6nt; ftur- 
thermore, I consider it very probable that 
the path then traced by the parents of the 
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in&Bt Jesus, may be that pursued at the 
BestoratioQ, by the sons of Israel. Be it 
known, likewise, to all the world, that the 
loyrmidons of that arch-infidel Buonaparte 
had far succeeded in the excavation of one 
of the Pyramids, supposing that they con- 
tained something precious, or perhaps 
spurred on by Satan in these days of most 
wicked infidelity, to destroy every thing 
that would renund the world of the ado- 
rable Trinity in Unity ; strange to relate, 
they were firustrated in their attempt; you 
will ask by whpm ? I answer, with joy, by 
a Britii^ army, who put them to the rout 
in their insolent attempt : God be thanked, 
Britons are not all infideljs, there axe some 
among them whose chief study has been to 
promote and propagate Christian know- 
ledge throughout the world; yes, there 
are among them good men, who feel it 
thdr duty to advocate the cause of faith 
by arresting the progress of the locust-like 
devastating infidel, who is not satisfied 
with consuming and laying waste the peace 
of mankind, while living, but Hke. that 
devouring insect, leaves (in his writings) 
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lus pestifisroiis influeiioe after bis deafiiJ 
If die Jews had Moses and Ihe Pk<^[^ets 
to pmAt out to tbem what is ri^t» as iA 
shewn by our blessed Saviour m his p«rar 
hl^qf thcfiiehipan.aDd Lazarus, so have, 
in Hk^ manner^ Cbristaans^ J^sus Qoist 
and his Gjospel, nfhich, if fhey d^re to He- 
^ect, th^y must be ccmteiited with' sufl^r^ 
H^ in ^e legion of UHrm^ts for that ^eiy 
contunmcy which the satellites of Satan 
aie ^udeaYourk^ to instil into theii* ipiodi.'^ 
^' Offences must needs came,'' saith our Re-f 
deemet, "but woe to him by whom the of* 
fence Cometh^ it were better for him that a 
miUstane were tied round hisneck,and ^at 
he were cast into ihe depth of the sesu' 
Oh! infidelity! infidefity ! how lc»g writhe 
Omnipotent Ruler of faearen and earth 
suffer thy banefol influence to overrun the 
world: the great di^agon is aware that his. 
time is short ; that ere long Ihe archan^gel 
of God win eh^ him down to his bottom- 
less pit^ toivail' and gnash his teeih ; it is 
evidently for that reason th^t he is now so 
assiduous* Let us then^ O ! ye converted 
Jews ind ChnsOans, if, perchance^ we have 
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been given to waver, through the fascina- 
tion or infatuation occasicmed by the bite 
of these spebiouiS infidel serpents; not look 
up to the brazen Berp^at erected by Moses 
in the wilderness, for our cUre, which was 
only a type of what we are to look up to j 
but to the Son of God, who was lifted up 
on the cross, for our redemption, and to 
save us poor sinners from the wrath of an 
offended God. In him, if you firmly be- 
lieve, will your salvation be safe; for ye 
are Christ's, and Christ is God's. 1 Con 
iii. 23. 

O let me entreslt you, my dear brethren, 
to think seriously of your situation, be- 
cause in your conversion is that of your 
posterity involved, remember that in em- 
bracing the Gospel you still preserve the 
essential parts of the law ; yoii open the 
gates of heaven for yourselves,' and for your 
still dearer offspring, without which it 
grieves me to' say I fear your salvation is 
very precarious. I think it my duty to 
reitefrate the words which were spoken by 
Jesus. Christ to your countryman Nico- 
demus. John iii. 5, 6, 7, 8. '^ Verily, 
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verily, I say unto thee^ except a man be 
bom of water and of the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God. 

" That which is bom of the flesh is flesh, 
and that which is bom of the Spirit is 
Spirit* 

" Marvel not that I said raito thee, ye 
must be bom again. 

" The wind bloweth where it listeth, and 
thou hearest the sound thereof, but canst 
not tell whence it cometh, and whither it 
goeth ; so is every one that is born of the 
Spirit." 

Say not to me as Nicodemus said to 
the Messiah, " how can these things be,** 
but be determined to love God sincerely, 
above all things : the first effect of wluch 
is a desire to know every thing which you 
ought to do to please the beloved of your 
heart. To do otherwise is to love your- 
selves under the pretence of loving God ; 
it is to seek in him a vain and deceitM 
consolation, it is to desire, to make him an 
instrument to your own pleasure, and not 
to sacrifice yourselves to his glory : may 
he forbid that you whom he has called his 
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ohildren should love him after this man- 
ner, Qh ! let me, unbiassed by any inte- 
rest, actuated solely by philanthropy; 
exhort you with the tenderest Christian 
affection to put in practice, without further 
reserve, all he demands of you, although 
it should cost you all you possess. I T)e-^ 
seech you, my brethren, would to God I 
could say. Christians, meditate, ruminate, 
maturely deUberJate, not only on what I 
have said, but on that which I have yet to 
Bay, on one of the inost important subjects 
that ever engaged a human being ; impor- 
tant, because directed to the purpose (rf 
converting your nation to Chrii^tiainty;; 
who, although now dispersed, are soon (by 
a jgeneral acknowledgement of Jesus Chridt 
as the Messiah,) to be restored to the fer 
vour'of your all merciful but offended God, 
as a furtherance to the restoration to your 
kingdom; and finally, to open the way; to 
that salvatibn and residence in heaven, 
prepared for you from the foundation of 
the world, I call upon you to meditate, 
for why ? because meditation is the basjs 
of prayer ; and that earnestly and properly 
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directed, will cause God to open, to those 
who' kiioc]ic> the way to his Holy Spirit ; 
and to those who ask his kind direction 
and assistance will it freely be given. 

As baptism is necessary for yoiir en- 
trance into Christiamty, before receiving 
it, in order thaX you may be temples fitted 
for the reception of God's Holy Spi nt^^U^^ 
you must repent most sincerely, and ask 
God pardon for all the sins and transgresh 
siohs o£ your past Ufe. In this prepara* 
tory sacrament, there is nothing to dread 
or ffeir, it is divested of every thing that 
might possibly give ofl^ce, or cause repugn 
nance, (a feature, you will admit. Very: dif- 
ferent from the circumcision of your Jaw,) 
it is indeed a striking resemblance of its 
Divine Author, whose yoke is every where 
^asy, and whose burden is light ; he wished 
not to lay weights on men's shoulders too 
^evous to be borne; the insignia of his 
disciples is as conspicubus as the meridian 
sun, nothing short, I assure you, of a 
general love for all mankind $ a true Chris- 
tian wiU be instantly known by his kind 
flnd obliging, qs well a^ charitable manner ; 
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he has no envy rankling in his heart ; he 
looks upon all mankind as his brethren, 
pities those who wiU not embrace the 
means of salvation, and desires nothing so 
earnestly as that they May at the last great 
day of account be with him among that 
happy few, to whom our Sovereign Judge 
and Messiah shall say, ^^ come, ye blessed 
of m^ Father; and . receive . the kingdom 
prepased for you from the foilmdation of 
iiie world/* ^

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CHAPTER II. 

Which points out the difference between the Law and 
the Gospel; with an endeavour to prove, by types, 
and various texts of Scripture, that Jesus Christ 
was the Messiah. 

I SHALL now, before I proceed to the 
Books of the Law, draw some infereices, 
by way of comparison, between that wai 
the Gospel. The Old and the New Tes- 
taments agree in this, that they both teach 
the knowledge of one God, embrace one 
Faith, and erect one Church. They differ 
in four ways ; in their publication ; in their 
effect and firuit; in their ceremonies; and 
in their teachers. In their publication, as 
the law was proclaimed with much horror; 
but the Gospel, on the contrary, with 
much joy: in their fruit, for that of the law 
is death. Deut. xxvii. 26. That of the 
Gospel, life. John xv. 5. In their cere- 
momes ; for in the Law, your altar was 
made of stones, in the Gospel ; our altar 
is Jesus Christ. Heb. xiiL 10. In the 
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Law you sacrifiee calves, in the Gospel otu; 
sacrifice must be prayer and thanksgiving. 
In the Law you circu^icise the fore-skin, 
in the Gospel we must cut off the lewd 
affections of our hearts, Rom. ii. 29. In 
the Law your passover is a lamb of the 
flock, Exod. xii. 14. In the Gospel our 
passover is the lamb Jesus Christ. I Cor.. 
V. 7. In the Law your passover was but 
the shadow of the thing ; in the Gospel the 
passover is the Gospel itself. They db£kt 
in their teachers, because the publisher of 
the Law was the man Moses<; the publisher 
of the Gospel, God and man, Jesus Christ. 
The teachers of the Gqspel fptetel his 
comix^ in glory. Matt. xxiv.SO, 31. and 
XXV. 31 . But the teachers^ of the Law only 
foretold his coming in the flesh. Isa. vii. 
14. The teachers of the Law led forth the 
children ^ of God to Canaan. Josh. xii. 6. 
The teachers of the Gospel to direct them 
to heaven. Matt. v. 3 — IS. The teachers 
of. the Law delivered you from the hands 
of human tyrants. Exod. xii. 34. Christ 
in the Gospel sets us free from the hands 
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df the sfSHtfiifl tyifatiii the' ttevil. Luke 
viii. 15. 

I shall ftiiv pittceed*, my brethifefai to 
take' a survey 6f sotae of thk>t$e chataieters 
I feonsidef typical of the gipeat Me^i^, a« 
recorded in thte Old Testame^nt, beginning 
with^Abtahafii*s ij^crifice of his son IsaSc, 
shiceiely trfistingthat yotf* Mi* ^fnXi finalty 
€qiial Ms: 

The sacred' histc^afl^teHs lis, that after 
God had laid ilM' ^oliltAn injiinr^tloii; this 
most heait'-rencKnjg'cbttiinand otf Abtaliiut^, 
he shews hiifli the very spot, the ver^ 
mountain (fii which lie reqtures Mm^^to per- 
£otm this dtfpy. The worthy Patriarch 
areffieiiihers that he had redeii^ed tla^' sdft 
from God, siirrendel^^hini with all his 
aifectioti to the sovereign i^^^r^ : Im Mtit 
in the bfteti riepeatbd promises that hiis 
posterity should e^al the stags' 5f Hekr^tf, 
is stifled; is ^rgottj^ii, in the'deinaiid; he. 
prepares i^ the sacrifice, and takes him to 
the place. After travelling two days with 
the firmest step, on the third lie views the 
situation at a disttoce, whibh is appointed 
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for this; wonderfully awftd saedfice; his 
servant43 remain at the foot of the moun^ 
tain, while, as he.says, he and his son gato 
worship God. He lays the wood intended 
for the bumt-offisring upon his son Isaacs 
who going up this mountain laden with it^ 
which was to consume him, was a most 
lively type of the true Isaacs who went up 
to Mount Calvary, beaxing the wood t^oa 
which he was to con^uimaate the off&nng 
of all offerings, and the fulfilling of all 
sacrifices. Mark the innocent enquib^. of 
Isaac about the lamb intended for the sa* 
crifice, and % firm and steady reply of the 
&th^, that 6o4 wcuxld provide liinaself^a 
lamb. God seeing this unparalleled and 
^nshaken constancy in the father, as well 
as submisrion in the son,, and not .rilling 
that this great sacrifice, which in his eyes 
who looks at the hearty was ahready as good 
as accomplished, should be suUied with 
blood, to represent the unbloody Chiastian 
sacrifices of self-denial and resignation^ 
«tops his hand to all appearance by. an 
Angel £rom Heaven ; although the words 
seem to indicate that it was he himself who 
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spake. This history, so foil of mysteries^ 
and whereof all the particular circum- 
l^^ances are such lively figures of what was 
afterwards to foefal Jesus Christ, also cout 
tains a most excellent lesson to alt parents, 
tiEiaching them to have no greater passion 
for then* children, than to offer them lip to 
God. Oh, what a dreadfol thing it is for 
those, who instead of offering them up 
thus, after the example of Abraham, sacri- 
fice them to the enemy of all mankind, by 
engaging them in the vanity of the world, 
and corrupting their tender and flexible 
dispositions by their wicked examples. 
Indeed, the joy we receive in seeing some 
brought up in the fear of God, is greatly^ 
confounded by the reverse, who would b^ 
better considered the murderers than the 
parents of their children. 

Next to Isaac I shaU pass on to the pa- 
triarch Joseph, whose history is without 
doubt so well-known to you, that a reca- 
pitulation would be altogether unneces- 
sary ; I shall, however, make such remarks 
as I think apposite to my subject. His 
great chastity is so univei^saUy admired, 
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thai the vilest debauchee cannot read it 
without emotion, and tracing a strong re- 
isemblance to Jesus Christ, the greiat pat^ 
tern of human perfection; his extreme 
patience is another emblem : when m 
bonds and confinement, he still looked up 
to that merciM God, who oftentimes tries 
his servants, that they may, by overcoming 
the world, be better fitted for such glories^ 
human conception is devoid of It is evi- 
dent Joseph felt his confinement in prison 
as every good man would, which the soli- 
citations he made to the master butler fiilly 
evince ; " Remember me, when it shall be 
well with thee." But the ungrateful and 
heathenish butler suffered this holy servant 
of God, even after that, to drag cm two 
years more of confinement. Observe has 
humiUty, when in power, and arrived at 
the pinnacle of his glory, and although he 
reached its highest meridian, he was no 
more elevated by it than he was oppressed 
by his afflicting bondage. In this I see 
another type of our blessed LfOrd and Mas- 
ter, as well as in what I finish by observ- 
ing, in the character of this great patriarch. 
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Wha> received with an 0(]ual t^mpe!r from 
tilie^hfoidis of Odd, the good and evil things 
of this w(n*ld, aiid continually prewired 
his heart in that unifbnnmoderation> that 
iii the Jnidst of his great power; he never 
had a thought of ri^venging himself of those, 
who by tibeir calumnies had so unjustly 
aflSicted him, and whom he thought but 
too severely pumshed by the sole remem- 
brance of their crimes, and the despair and 
gnawings of that worm that never dies. 
31ese ehtoges of fortune are of v«ry ire- 
qiieht occurrence even in these our days : 
butthere'are others also, which come not 
i^hin the pubHc cognizance, that meet 
tiot the public 6ye, of which the elevaition 
of Joseph is only a figure : when those 
bless€»d but silent sufierers do pass in an 
inst^mt to that eternity of glory, which 
thleir suflEeJdngs (through the redemption 
of Jesus Christ) hav^ prepared for them. 
The -charity of this great saint is certainly 
an admirable figure of the imequalled 
goodness and mercy of Jesus Christ, who 
being sold by his own teethren, not only 
forgave th^ for putting him to so painful 
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$ ^eaih, but also mftde the .vidry fokodthejr 
j^Ut the price of their redemption. I mufit 
h^ye ohservie, that, the .patriarch Joseph 
was jsient into Egypt by the Great Rnler 
of ^t tQ preserve his brethren then alive, 
from de^th by fainine; and I also think 
that this circumatance will finally deliver 
them, by leading to the restoration from a 
much more miserable death ; let us ponr 
gider it was he, who opened the road to 
Egypt, the place in which the Pyramids 
are situated ; that he.by. drawing his fitther 
thither, wa3 the primary cause under hea. 
veil, of their erection, and iJiat their bond« 
^e was permitted perhaps as.a punishment 
for haying sold their brother, or for the 
pQmpletiojDt of these colqiusal monuments or 
be»Qpnd, which although much less than at 
%^t, ^i consequence of the drifts of sand, 
4p still, ftud from their peculiar form, will 
eoQtinue to preserve, until the destruction 
of j|)e worlds their »mple but glorious ind 
sf^eptific figure. 

I shall now pass from Joseph to Moses, 
for as Joseph ^ved the Israelites from that 
dr^idfiil calamity, a &mine, so did Moses 
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tiie commisskm appointed hifii by Go^, so 
great was his hnimlity, ihalt nothing short , 
of an express command would hav6 in- 
duced him to accept it. 

From tins Ishall pass onto the last plague 
of Egypt and the Paschal Lamb, but wilj 
first remind you, my brethren, that the 
smattesr jdagues of Egypt are only to be 
likened to those tiivial pimishments, which 
.the Almighty sometimes in his mercy sends 
tunong his servants, to wam them to look 
to themselves before it is too late, to the 
iend that being alarmed and terrified by 
these first strokes, they may judge how 
intolerable it will be to bear his wrath and 
sustain, his fury. God will have men to 
know, that he ought and will be feared, 
and when he meets with isuch men as Pha- " 
raoh, with hearts altogether hardened, he 
makes bare his arm against them, and after 
having made them pass through all the 
degrees of his anger, without being able to 
soften them, he is as it were forced by their 
impenitence to proceed to extremity, and 
to be as firm in his justice, as they are in 
their obduracy* The nine plagues hemg 
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mcAbclmd to thie cure of Pharaoh's obsti- 
naej, God preambed to your aneei^n the 
inaoner in whidi he would have the sacred 
feaist of the Passwrerobsar^ pior to Im 
^ffiudmg tlie tenth : in the middle of the 
ni^t of tibe sane eveinng in which it waa 
eaten, wh^ he smote the first-bom of Pha- 
raoh, as well as of the meanest slave, and 
also of afl the cattle. P]butu)h struck with 
the sndd^a death of his son, rose up at 
midnight, and every ftmily finding thenh 
sdves partakers^the same plague, nothing 
was heard bmt cries and lamentations. Is 
not this aooth^ example that God dis- 
poses of men as he pleases, and that he 
forces them, sooner or later, Uf comply 
with Ins will and ordinances ? Pharaohs 
. who till then had stood out against the 
commands of God giv^i by Moses, was the 
first to entreat the Israelites to be gone 
without any restriction, with their flocks 
and herds, and all that they had, the oidy 
thing that he desired was that they would 
make haste and be gone ; as likewise did 
all the rest of the Egyptians. They then 
departed the day after the Passover, and 
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Were at last delivered from their long 
bondage in Egypt, spoiling and stripping 
the Egyptians, by the divine command, at 
their departure, as a compensation for the 
hard labour they had sustained in building 
cities. Pyramids, and other monuments of 
Egyptian pride and vanity. This deUver- 
ance of your nation out of Egypt, was a 
lively figure of the dehverance of God's 
people from the lusts of the world, and the 
tyranny of the devil, which deliverance 
they should owe to the blood of the true 
Lam.b of God. Before the offering up of 
this saving sacrifice, they might indeed 
groan under their bondage and burdens ; 
but theji could not get rid of them. This 
great grace and favour is now commemo- 
rated by Christians in the Sacrament of the 
Lord's Supper, to the end that having al- 
ways in their minds the recoUection of him 
who has redeemed them from their bond- 
age, they may fear the least appearance of 
any tfiing that may subject them anew to 
the tyranny of the world, thie flesh, and the 
devil. 
I shall now pass over the miraculous 
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passage of th6 Red Sea ; but shall call 
your attention to that prophecy of Isaiah, 
wherein he says, that at your restoration, 
the tongue of the Egyptian sea wiU be 
utterly destroyed, and that you wiU pass 
over dry shod. Now, my brethren, I have 
in this another strong proof to (Strengthen 
what I have advanced respecting the Pyra- 
mids, for this prophecy convinces me that 
you who are restored will see them, that is, 
such as must pass this way : nor do I think 
it at all improbable, that you wiU be again 
assembled at the foot of Mount Sinai, to 
receive the final commands of your Messiah. 
Remember also the miraculous manner, in 
which your nation was fed, in the very midst 
of murmurings and complaints, first with 
quails and afterwards with manna for forty 
years in the WUdemess. If this manna, with 
the variety of circumstances attending it, 
be not alone sufiicient, upon explanation, 
to awaken you to refiection, I think nothing 
will. This figure does indeed in a most 
lively manner represent to us Christians, 
the Holy Eucharist, as Jesus Christ him- 
self testifies in his Gospel ; and we may

boldly say, thai hcfweyet wcniderM tlik 
food of your people was, yet yoa had not 
m this or in any other of the miraculotHi 
farouj*s thai were bestowed upon youy cm^ 
sin^e advantage beyond the ChristiaHis; 
who do in in^ their Sacrament of the Lord s 
Supper^ more truly feed on the heavenly 
manna and the bread of Angels^, whieh 
Jemis Quist gives to those who are come 
forth out of the Egypt ; that is^ from the 
coMrupticms and defilements of the world, 
and wherewith he not only comforts, buit 
supports them in the Wilderness df this 
life, until they enter into the true L$ind of 
Plromise. Therefore let aB those who 
wish to rally round the honourable stai^ 
daird of Christialiity, never consider tfaein- 
selves satiated with that heavedy food, 
prepared for them by their IKvine Master, 
nor leave it like the Israelites of old, and 
crave after the flesh-pots of Egypt; 9A 
su6h guests are not fit to feed on the true 
manna of Heaven, and will only draw down 
the coiidenmation of theb Saviour, by iheit 
impiouiS mockery of this mystical solemnity. 
People of Israel, allow me now to brii^ 
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to your recollection, what passed at the^ 
very Mount Sinsi. I have just mentioned.. 
I think if you peruse your history with 
attention, you will find that when Moses, 
had mentioned to your ancestors what God 
was about to do, they answered with one. 
accord, that whatsoever the Lord had' 
commanded them, that they would dq. 
This promise was returned to God hj, 
Moses : but from the awful manner whic)i 
I have already mentioned, that God £isued 
£3rth his divine commands, it is but too 
evident, that he knew what would follow : 
that their fears and tremblings, nigh unto 
death, would, when all was quiet, be soon 
forgotten. As certain as that the com*- 
mandments were published with hc»Tor, sp 
is it certain that even in the present day, i^ 
serious infraction of them is felt with that 
degree of horror, which is the conoomita^t 
of a guilty conscience in one, who is not 
completely seared. 

Indeed, it is most certain, and grievously 
to be lamented, that process of time and 
coiTuption of manners amongst the Jews 
formerly, and since amcxogst the Christkns^ 
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have caused men to study several ways to 
elude the force and obligations of these 
commandments, by Mse interpretations and 
equivocations, calculated only to &vour the 
licentious and the loose in morals: but 
Jesus Christ, who assures us, that the least 
jot or tittle of these holy laws shall not 
perish, at the same time teaches us to have 
always the same respect for them, as if they 
had just now been delivered to us from the 
mouth of God himself Therefore let me 
advise you, may I say Jewish Christians ? 
but Infidels of every denomination, not to 
say as your fathers did of old time, " Let 
not the Lord speak to us, lest we die ;" 
but on the contrary, let me exhort you to 
desire nothing more, than that God should 
speak to your souls, forasmuch as the words 
he speaks are the words of life, and always 
accompanied with the unction of the Holy 
Spirit, which makes joy and delight to per- 
form those commands, which your nation 
looked upon as an insupportable yoke. 

I come next, my brethren, to the severe 
punishment that was inflicted upon Nadab 
and Abihu, as an early proof, by ^eir

dreadfiil example, with what exactness Al-- 
mighty God requires that his appointments 
and ordinances should be obeyed. God 
was willing to teach your nation by this 
terrible judgment, that however apparently 
holy any service offered by man might be, 
that it is not in the least acceptable to him 
when not done in the way and manner he 
has appointed. I beg now, O ye house 
of Israel, and all ye Infidels of earth, to 
arrest your attention for a short time on 
the subject of the fiery serpents in the 
wilderness, and their cure, the brazen ser- 
pent. The Israelites, after wandering for 
many years up and down the desert, and 
being weary with so many various marches, 
expressed their discontent in a most unbe- 
coming manner, not only against their 
leader, but against God himself. The 
Lord being provoked against them for 
these munnurmgs, sent fiery serpents 
among them, which caused them to die 
soon after they were bitten. What shall 
we expect was the consequence of this ? 
that which generally does happen, that the 
most contumacious changed their com- 
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plaints lAto prayers and lam^itations, and 
going to Moses, confessed their heinous 
sin, whereby they had provoked the anger 
of God against them, by murmuring at Im 
conduct and guidance over them, and 
eamestly intreated him to make interees^ 
sion to the Lord for them : God appeased 
by the charitable prayers of that holy man, 
commands him to make a serpent of brass, 
and lift it up upon a pole, assuring him 
that all those who were bitten should be 
healed of their wounds by looking up to 
it. Is not this an exact type of that re- 
medy by which God, in his mercy, has 
appointed, as well as of those dangerous 
spiritual temptations, which sometimes 
happen to the most perfect ? who are often 
in danger, without they rigorously excite 
their faith and trust in him, of being borne 
down and discouraged with the hmumera- 
ble pains and difficulties they meet with in 
the sttait and narrow way of life. If they 
consent to these secret murmurings which 
arise in their hearts^ they cannot fail c^ 
being bitten by the satellites of Satan, who 
are ever on the watch, first to discourage. 
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by perverting the meanix^ af God's holy 
word, &c., and then to destroy them by 
diiviog them to. despair. In such dange- 
rous cases I again repeat^ that it is not the 
brazen serpent that must be looked up to^ 
being only a visible emblem of Jesms Christy 
as he himself assures us in the Gospel. 
He did not disdam to assist our weak com* 
prehensions in representing himsdkf aj» a 
serpent, yet not of a poisonoui? natitre, but 
of brasB> because in assuming ouar nature 
he did not partake of our sin, which was 
the poiscm of the serpent^ although he 
submitted to death, which was the effect 
of sin, not his^ but ours* To the divine 
object of Jesus Christ, lifted up <m the 
cross, must evexy behevef fix his steady 
eye^ to enable him to stifle all his eom^ 
plamts, to refresh and comf(»rt hinl iii thid 
vast and howling desert, in which indeedi 
among hi£^ fellow men, will be fdiind ser* 
peotfi^ of every malignity^ and let him en- 
courage himself by the r^eetk>n, that 
whatever he may su£BBr in this earthly pil- 
gpmage, dl is nothing, in comparison with 
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that which was endured with patience by 
the great Messiah. 

I shall next bring to your recollection 
the important combat gained by David 
over the gigantic Goliah, who, in his defi- 
ance of the armies of God, has taught pos- 
terity to know, that as in this instance the 
victory is not always given to the strongest. 
I likewise introduce it, because I consider 
it an admirable figure of the victory which 
the meek and humble Jesus has obtained 
over the angel of pride. May not the 
proud Philistine be considered as the re- 
presentative of pride, a vice which, above 
all others, must be shunned by the people 
of God. Although, like David, they may 
have overcome Uons and bears, or, in other 
words, the strongest lusts. They must not 
forget that this enemy cannot be overcome 
by arms of human invention, but with a 
staflp, which is a figure of the cross of Jesus 
Christ, and a stone, which is an emblem 
of the firmness and omnipotence of &ith. 
I cannot pass this holy man, and servant of 
God, without noticing, that however great 
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or righteous men may be, that they are 
still men, and always retain some part of 
their original frailty and weakness. 

The terrible Mis of David ought to 
make all men tremble, especially the weak, 
when they see the strongest have been 
overtaken. 

We are not furnished by Scripture with 
these examples, to exculpate those who 
take these great men as models, but to 
keep all good men in a holy humility and 
fear, and to teach all those who chance to 
&11 after David's example, not to forget to 
rise again into the favour of God by copy- 
ing his exemplary repentance. 

If the fell of David, which was, without 
doubt, followed by repentance, was great, 
what shall we say to the unbounded ingra- 
titude of his son Solomon, who was en- 
dowed with wisdom from on high, and 
who, after having achieved so many great 
and wonderftd things, as caused him to be 
the admiration of the age in which he Kved, 
as well as of all those that came after, at 
last terminated all the glory he had ac^ 
quired by his wisdom and virtue, with a 
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ahaimefol m^ and by hj^ ^caotple, mueh 
mace than hk fetter David, teidbes m^ 
not to rely v^^m ourselyes, but to be «p- 
{Nrebjensive of danger in propoitikm to our 
elevation. This dreadfiil exasuple <^ight 
jto teach us to put but little value on earthly 
grandeur, even though we should vi&eiekye 
it from the hand of God hiinael^ m indeed 
Salomon had it in no otiier wigr. Surely, 
if we would not deceive ourselves we mmt 
]^f^ JoVs dunghill before Sdlomon'fi 
^oDbe, because in the fUma^v we see the 
model of that perfect pati^iee which 
erowns all t^e Baints^ whereas in the latter 
we see the fall of a man who could not 
defend himself against the poison of pros- 
perity and greatness^ by tihe highest degree 
of wisdom that ever wa» bestowed upon a 
mortal. I cannot pass by Solomon, the 
founder of your temple, my brethren, withr 
out observing that (although it was finished 
in a manner so superlatively grand, so en- 
chaatingly beautiful) it was destined for no 
fixture or remote purpose, its d^truction 
was even foretold by your Messiah Jesus 
Chrbt, whose death caused at once that 
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eeiemomal law to be abolished, which had 
for so many years been, as it were, henne<- 
lically sealed by the veil of the temple, and 
which was then, by some supernatural 
means, rent in twain, from top to bottomu 
Must not eveiy Christian rejoice, (when he 
jreflects, that his Divine Master, for only 
nanung the temple in an allegoiical max^ 
ner, suffered the death of the cross,) tibat 
«icih bigoted reverence should end^ as he 
had prophesied, in its destruction. The 
earthly splendid temple and ceremonial of 
your law have answ^ed their purpose, but 
how have they and will they end ? In that 
vanity and vexation of spirit so approprir 
ately spok^i of by Solomon himself, when 
in the meridian of his glory ; nothing, I 
perceive, but this fleetmg magnificence 
could have kept together hearts naturally 
prone to idolatry, and have ftunished us 
with the means of knowing to a certainty 
that Jesus Christ was of the house and 
lineage of David* What a beauti^ con- 
trast is fhiere between the splendour of the 
Jewish religion and the simpUcity of that 
of the patient and humble Jesus. A^ ihe 
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religion of your nation is to that of the 
Christian, so is your temple in comparison 
with that Pyramid to which I now call 
your attention. View its plam and simple, 
though grand and sublime form, emble- 
matic of the Christian Religion in^every 
wa;y. Go, cover it with gold as you did 
your temple, and let its refulgence eclipse 
the splendour of the sun ; let it send its 
Aurora into every region of the earth, to 
summons you to the restoration of your 
kingdom. 

In considering the prophet Isaiah it will 
be necessary to observe, that he began to 
prophesy seven hundred years before Jesus 
.Christ appeared upon the earth. He is 
the first in order of all the prophets, and 
may, for many reasons, be considered the 
chief among them. His royal extraction, 
his excellent piety, his inimitable and 
divine eloquence, and his clear discovery 
of things to come, do all agree to make 
him a man altogether extraordinary. He 
speaks with that clearness and perspicuity 
of Jesus Christ and his Church, that he 
has always been most justly esteemed to 
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be an evangelist rather than a prophet ; 
and a historian who related matters past 
and done, than a man who foretold things 
that were not to come to pass for many 
ages after. Instead of adding testimonies 
in praise of this holy prophet, I can only 
say that those who read his prophecy as 
they ought, wiU find the testunonies of the 
spirit of God, proclaiming him a great and 
true prophet indeed, and confirming the 
truth of his prophecies by an incontestifole 
evidence and demonistration. I consider 
the book of Isaiah, my brethren, as alone 
sufficient to convince you of the advent of 
the Messiah* And' to its revelations do I 
deem myself, as I have endeavoured to 
shew, principally indebted for what I have 
advanced respecting the Pyramid, as being 
the ensign or beacon for the caU of your 
nation not only to Christianity but to your 
coimtry. 

I have already observed, that the Grand 
Pyramid, which is what I particularly refer 
to, is not one of three, but four sides. I 
cannot therefore quit this subject without 
conscientiously referring you, whom I ad-

i ehi^ tihereftpre xoiake a few more dbk* 
Mrvatkns^ and condhnde thb my AppaM, 
not fer wont of iutgect mattcv, but be^ 
glBOM^ I tjmfc eandaeftess ib cottsisteHt mth 
ipenpioriity. Now k to be seen, whether 
the deseiiptioa of Jesus Christ ^en by 
Sfoses aoMl the evidence meet ; ani 
inrhether season <ttetates that he is th^ pro- 
phet jfte^ deseribed* lie is raised up finim 
JEmieng his brethren. He resembks Moses 
in the woddng of ndracles. He declakred 
a doctrine worthy of God, axd. suitable to 
has nature* He spake in Ab name of the 
htmA^ and the thing whieh he spake foV- 
loQvei} avd eam^ to pass. He worked rai- 
e2 
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iracles ; surely then Jesus is ,that prophet 
foretold by Moses. .What axe his own 
claims and arguments ? The works that 
J do^ bear witness of ine^ that the Father 
hath sent me, John v. 36. The Fa;ther 
that sent me beareth witness of me, John 
viii. 18. The works that I do in my 
Father's name, they bear witness of me, 
John X. 25. If I do not the works of my 
Father, believe me not, John x. 37, 38. 
But if I do, though ye believe not me, 
believe the works, that ye may know and 
jbelieve that the Father is in me, and I in 
him. Believe me for the very works' sake, 
John xiv. 11. If I had not done among 
them the works which none .other man 
did, they had not had sin, John xv. 22. 24. 
Is not this tantamount to his having said^ 
If my miracles, my evidence from God, had 
not been moire clear, more convincing than 
any other man's who has ever yet appeared 
in the world, their infideUty had not been 
so unpardonable ? 

Again, do not think that I will accuse 
you ; there is one that accuses you, even 
Moses, hi whom ye trust ; for had ye be- 
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Keved Moses, ye would have believed me, 
&e. John V. 45, 46. Here then in Jesus 
is the very prophet Moses describes, and 
in hi? miracles, the very evidence Moses 
promised, both character and attestation 
answer in every point and circumstance, 
and he has a right to be acknowledged as 
that prophet which Moses foretold. We 
see not only Jesus applies this prophecy to 
himself, but also Peter and John apply it 
to him, and agree with the Jews, that it is 
fiiMlled. If Jesus have a right to be re- 
ceived as the prophet foretold by Moses, 
then has he a right to be received as the 
Messiah of the Jews, since that prophet 
has a right to be hearkened to in whatever 
he should deliver ; and Jesus declared him- 
self to be this person. John iv. 26. 

The Law was to be observed as long as 
it was a Law, unjil the power who made 
it ishould aboUsh it, till the prophet should 
arise who would be as a God to the people, 
and give them a new dispensation ; tiU the 
happy time when the Gentiles should be 
called, and all nations serve the Lord. 

The Priests, High Priests, Tabernacles, 
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Sacrifices and Laws, Were shadows, figures, 
ftc. of the dispensation by Jesus Christ 
Jesus himself says, '' That the Law and 
the Profdiets prophesied until John/' 
Matt. xi. 13. That he came to fiiliil the 
Law tod the Prophets, and that till Hea- 
ven and earth pass, one jot or one tittle 
shall in no wise pass fi'Om the Law until 
all be ftdfilled; that is, the Law should in 
lio part be abolished, until that dispensa- 
tion i^otild arrive, of which the Law waiS 
merely a resemblance. Again, Jesus says, 
he will not eat any more of the Passover 
until it be fhlfiUed in the kingdom of Hea-- 
ten : that is, until the Lamb be sacrificed 
which this Paschal Lamb was to represent. 
When Jesus appeared and preached the 
true Gbdt gave the most perfbct system of 
morahty, and worked miracles, he ought 
to have been received as a teacher fi*om 
God, on account of his miracles, and also 
as the prophet foretold by Moses. And 
accordingly, as has been observed, he ex- 
pects your conviction upon this evidence. 
Believe me for the very works* sake, &c. 
K I had not done among you the works 
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which no c4keK man di4 &e. A^ont^whrn 
Joim WKit. twcr of hia dia(^e» to ask him. 
Art thou he tibftt should eome^ op do we 
kok ibr anothev i^ Matt. xi. 3i, 4. h« oiilj^ 
ansvcsis hj reeouiitiiig bifi wwks ;. Go »nd 
shew Johii^ safj^ahev those thii^ whieh }re 
de^ heat and see : ilhi^ bhnd ceceive their 
aij^t ; the lame walk> the lepers are 
oleansad; the'^teaf hear 2 the ^ad are 
ntsed up^ and the poor halve the Geapdk 
preaeked to them. Aad bksiaed ia he 
whosperer diall not be offimded io me; 

Waa mat this as mudsi as to say^ The 
nimbra and nature of my works, my mi* 
raeles, are fiidl evidence that I am the pro- 
raised Messiah, and blessed is he^ who not 
pirepiAced bj wobxoi^y yijs.ws, ^»xl m- 
eeive tbb enddence^, and be mj diaciple. 
It isi worthy of remark,, that in no one. in-* 
akance did the Messiah dechare himself to 
be such to one of your nation, becaisse, m 
he dsewhere observed, you had Moses and 
the Propheta to tell you. But to the wqh 
man of Samaona, andin other instances, he: 
achnowledigea himself to be the Messiah. 
. Permit me to coBchide by ohsenrihg. 
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that though it has pleased the mercifiil 
God to scatter {»*oo& of his revelation jover 
all the ancient nations, and to preserve 
documents of them down to our days, for 
the conviction of obstinate infidels, and for 
the confirmation of the faith of the inqui- 
sitive who believe, yet happily for the bulk 
of mankind, who have neither time nor 
talents for such inquiries, nrevelation is »o 
calculated, as to require nothing of man 
that his conscious soul does not see to be 
his duty, and to promise him nothing that 
does not appear to his most inward sense 
to be the necessary consequence of doing it. 
By it he is acquainted with his forlorn 
condition, which he needs do no more to 
discover to be truth, than to turn his, eyes 
inward upon himself, and a remedy is 
pointed out adequate to the disease, which 
tends to magnify th(e mercy, the wisdcon, 
and the goodness of the Creator, ajad to 
tie the creature to him, by still stronger 
bonds of duty and gratitude. In this 
system there is such harmony between 
duty and interest, and therefore such a 
propensity in every sober thinking person 
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to wiifa it to be true, diat, from the declar- 
ed opiiiions of others, better qualified to 
judge of the evidence, and to determine, 
it gains the belief ; and that very belief 
influencing the practice, brijigs real tran- 
quillity and happiness in this life, springing 
from confidence of the &vour of the Al- 
mighty ; a sure earnest of fiitiife felicity. 
But by the debauched and the. giddy, idio 
have ddlivered themselves over, soul and 
body, to their lusts, and to their vai^, 
this aptitude, this harmony is not discoH 
vered : their iears make them wish it may 
not be true. Objections are common in^ 
every comer ; and if any inquiry be made 
into the proofs, it is with an intent to 
object and find them insi^^cient. 

The mercy of God has provided^an atone- 
ment sufficient to expiate the sins of all 
mai]^k]nd, who will take hold of it. The 
wisdiHd of God has contrived evidmce suf- 
ficient to convince all mankind, that such 
atonement is provided, if they will give 
themselves the trouble to examine it. But 
then it is so contrived, as to reach with> 
convi^on those only who are <Hsposed to 
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take holA of it, tbiii is the medt and the 
hauiUie, who ace ccmsdocift of tbdir diakresi^ 
bj iMfcure, aad desinms ta be detivcsred 
from it. And them it reaches, becaws^ 
tfaeijr tlonk it worth tibdr tiiiieto inquire 
after^ antd to e%moxi» it ; whilst it dots not 
eonvinoe^ noir iotdeed can it poaaiblj, the 
proud ai&d the stubborst, who alight, the^ 
aUmement provided SM)r mach, 2md ate sa 
thorou^y averaa to comply with tibe coQh 
ditikoinpoii which it is to be obtained,, that 
wkhout tionbho^ themsdkea withldie evi- 
deot^ tkey insoleBllj re|e^ the mercy of 
the Mort Higbu Had hied, upon loasL first 
c^Smce, been tres^d i& he deseived ; had 
ibreateiied death immediatdy followed hia 
crime, there wc^dd have been an end oi 
the human species : but then there would 
have been no initaace c^ the mraey, the 
tenderness, the long sii£Bbnng of the Sofe« 
reign CreaiUur ; none to sing hisr pvaiaes, or 
to bleat bun/ on account of those divine 
attnbutes* 

As his perfect wisdom and ^rab^pant 
grace hsa contrived it> miUioi^ d the bo- 
mam race, wba have tasted of his goodnesa 
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in this respeci, feast their souls in the Con- 
templation of his amawng condescension^ 
and with their whole spirit adore and hless 
Him. 

And since we are encompassed on everir 
side with dangers^ and exposed to temptar 
tions, both from within and from without^ 
let us not depend upon our own strength^ 
but beg continually of God to keep iis re^ 
solute and constant to the vows that are 
upon us: and then he will increaw our 
Mth^ hope, and confidence, and all the 
graces, which are necessary to bring us to 
Heaven, to which piace may it please him 
to bring you all; through the merits of his 
dear Son, the Messiah, the Lord, the Sa** 
viour and Rede^ner of us all. Amen. 



P. S. Having since writing the foregoing, 
, perused the works of that persevering tra- 
teller Mr. Belzoni, with a desire of read- 
ing that particular part which was written 
on the Pyramids, I am induced to think. 
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that general consent^ that voice of nature/ 
has' long and anxiously been expecting 
something wonderful to be published con- 
cerning these enormous masses ; in &ct, I 
feel more encouraged by the observations 
of Mr. Belzoni than otherwise : page 225 
of his work, he says, " I seated myself in 
the shade of one of those stones on the 
east side, which form the part of the tem- 
ple that stood before the Pyramid in that 
direction. My eyes were fixed on that 
enormous mass, which for so many ages 
has baffled the conjectures of ancient and 
modem writers. The sight of the won- 
derful work before me astonished me as 
much, as the total obscurity in which we 
are of its origin, its interior, its construc- 
tion. In an intelligent age like the pre- 
sent, one of the greatest wonders of the 
world stood before us, without our know- 
ing even whether it had any cavity in the 
interior, or if it were only one soUd mass." 
Mr. Belzoni, by all these observations, 
makes me feel again and again that I have 
unrayelled the mystery; and if the Pyra- 
mids really are as he proves them to be. 
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sepulchres, however '' fiill of rottenness 
and dead men's bones they may be within/' 
they are indeed, from their represemtatioii 
of Trinity in Unity, all " beautiful with- 
out" 

Mr. Belzoni I hope will allow, that I 
have given sufficient proof from Scripture 
to sanction what I have advanced,^ altliough 
I may be led to suppose that he will con* 
demn it, because he objects to every new 
eonjecture. 

. I have another proof in my &vour from 
Mr. Behsoni's description of the Hierogly- 
phics, where he says, ^^ The Triangle or 
Pyramid occurs very commonly among the 
emblems of prosperity and happiness, 
and it is found in the frize of Montague 
and Ficoroni, in the decided sense of an 
offering or a present in general, while in 
another place, it is made an offering in its 
own form ; so that we can only interpret 
it as signifying joy, or pleasure, or pros- 
perity." 

The Triangle or Pyramid being used by 
the ancients as an emblem of prosperity 
and happiness, plauily demonstrates that it 
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rec&ved eaihAem of die Deity, exhibiti^ 
At <me Tiew the best of all superficial m** 
presentatioiis of tluee in one ; a^d dieie* 
fore the more I investigate, by so much 
the more strongly am I persoaded that the 
i^framids were bwit, and have hem pre- 
8^??ed by IKvine Prondenee for tlie pur- 
pose I have dbewn. I pneer ely hoipe that 
the joy, pleasm^ and prospenfy described 
by the Hieroglyphic, may indeed be shofdy 
diilused, tluxTo^ die jsuff^ring, and too 
gmieidSy despised txUpes oflsisd. 
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
